REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant asserts that the primary reference of Petzelt teaches craniocerebral trauma and not spasms as instantly claimed. The 
Examiner cannot agree because this is too narrow of an assessement of the complete teachings of Petzelt. Petzlet clearly teach 
treating neurointoxications caused by apoplexy (stroke) in claim 4 and the secondary references tie stroke to spasms. Thus, 
treatment of spasms is intrinisic in the method of Petzelt when treating apoplexy (stroke). With regards to the amount of xenon to 
use in the method, Petzelt also teach using from 5-90% by volume xenon which embraces the instantly claimed range. For these 
reasons the Examiner maintains the rejections of record and cliams 3, 4, 7, 8 and 18 remain rejected .
